SPEAKS NEXT WEEK 

Will Explain New Theory 
for the First Time 



Neil week a set of three lectures 
will bo given in tho Ptiyxlcs Duiiding, 
by an illustrious mathemiitlchiu and 
physicist. Or. L. Silvers-teln. of lite 
{Citsttna.il Kodak Company, Rochester, 
new Yorls . 

These lectures will deal with the 
velocity of tho stars iind ncbulao, a 
subject on which I lie Doctor is con- 
sidered fiultc a high authority,. ll« 
baa recently advanced it now theory, 
tho result of exlenslve Investigation 
and careful observation, to explain 
Certain bodies, apparently nebulae.

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THE STUDENT ATTACKS THE STUDENT 



There have been many editorials written regarding the short- 
comings of the college student but it is perfectly safe to say that 
the majority of the criticisms have appeared in the columns or 
university publications. It has been alleged many times that the 
average ^undergraduate is an indifferent sort of a human, taking 
little or no interest in the general affairs of the world. The most 
recent attack to come to our notice was published in the Toronto 
Varsity cl January the twenty-second, that paper dropping a gentle 
and timely hint that many students are "unobservant and lary." 
The VrTiter of the Queen City Campus commends conferences as 
giving an added stimulus to the discussion of outside events but 
continues: 

"The fact remains, however, that the student body as a whole 
is shockingly ignorant of current happenings. That they are mould- 
ing the history" of the world. The murder trial in a neighbouring 
district, a local election (if one's father is acquainted with the can- 
didate) or the picture of this year's carnival queen will drag us to 
the morning paper when nothing else will I To-day's events in 
Parliament are unintelligible one says. Certainly — so was Sherlock 
Holmes before one learned to read. The comparison is not as fool- 
• ish as it seems, for there is a similarity between Parliament and 
; Dr. Holmes in that one never knows what each will do next, nor 
how each will influence someone's existence. But there is this dif- 
îerence, that Sherlock Holmes is only interesting, while Parliament 
should be vitally so. 

"The question of the importance of a political intelligence 
arises. The college student is the next generation of law makers, 
mud in so far as he is capable so will the country of the next decade 
-;e enriched. 

"If he is specializing in chemistry he maj r not be able to define 
_ a -Soviet correctly, but surely there is no excuse for not recognizing 
the names of Canadian political leaders. Soon the student must 
.-lake his part in the election of these politicians. Can he do so 
satisfactorily unless he keeps himself informed of political doings} 
Yet he asks why he. should waste his time reading the papers! 

We fear that The Varsity's criticisms contain a very great 
element of truth but as long as students attack themselves there is 
reason for hope. Self-complacency is one of the most deadly of 
diseases.

WHY HONOUR 
SYSTEM IS IN 
UNIVERSITIES 

Merits and Defects of System 
in U.S. Colleges 

FACULTIES OPPOSE 

Student Body Not Willing to 
Take Full Responsibility 

Texas University is not the only 
place where the honor system has 
aroused discussion recently ns to lis 
merits and the attitude students hold 
toward It . The question has come up 
at different times this year nt most of 
Iho large universities of th c country. 
Cornell has for some time boon urging 
the matter for serious student con- 
sideration with only mediocre succesr. 

Oklahoma University put the re- 
tention of the system to a vote after 
ft discussion started by an Inflammat- 
ory denunciation by an Oklahoma ex. 
The college decided to keep it up, but 
voted to enforce it more strictly. 
Faculty Members Oppose System at 
Wisconsin . 

At Wisconsin, whore the students 
arc "policed" by instructors during 
examinations, student agitation In 
favor of a restoration of the honor 
system which was in force there a 
few years ago was unsuccessful. 

The honor system cannot be suc- 
cessful in any group and certainly 
not in such a large and mixed group 
as that of a middle ^-esl university," 
opined Dean Goodnight of that school, 
"unless the students arc unanimously 
in favor of abiding by all clauses of 
it." 

Feeling among students was not 
sufficiently high to over-vide this 
faculty objection, and the mutter 
rests there. 

"If You Oon't Crib You Have Quter 
Upper Story" 

One of the most startling Indict- 
ments ever made against the honor 
system was made hy Charles Itickok 
in a letter to the Oklahoma Daily. He 
reeomended that the system be abol- 
ished, saying "if you don't crib you 
have n queer twist in your upper 
story." He also scores instructors for 
grading on personality instead of ac- 
tual classroom achievement . 

"Dishonest students" says Hickok, 
"like it because it enables them to 
cheat comfortably; honest students 
are indifferent to othars while they 
abide by it." 

Following his charges which ap- 
peared in the Oklahoma Dally, the 
matter was put to a vote and was 
kept by only a narrow margin. 

Michigan Violators Have Nimit 
Publicly Posted 

At the University of Michigan pub- 
licity is being us»d to combat dishon- 
esty, and students -who cheat face 
the penalty of being placed on pro- 
bation and having their offense 
printed in the official bulletin column 
of the Michigan Daily.

Honor System pa66ing 
oevere Trial at Cornell 

"The honor system 



in regard to their opinions of tho pie- 
sent system and the following facia 
were gained: 

1. — All students knew that we had 
the Honor System here In Oberllii. but 
few knew the responsibilities assumed. 

Most of the students agreed that 
it was a line thing and fostered hon- 
esty. 

3.— One student out of the forty said 
that he would speak to an offender 
and thou report him on second offence. 
The others cither would not commit 
themselves or deliberately said that 
honor was a personal matter and that 
they would never report a case of 
dishonesty. 

Under the present system ihc stu- 
idents have asked tho faculty to allow 
them to take complete charge ol the 
honor of the student body. Tho fac- 
ulty willingly did this and It must be 
said that- what is known of Honor 
Court action is fully in agreement with 
the understanding between faculty and 
students. But the mere fact that the 
third clause of the Honor Code, "the 
students assume the responsibility to 
report casts of dishonesty to the Hon- 
or Ctun" is a responsibility that the 
students are not assuming and which 
points directly to the return to fac- 
ulty supervision. 

Before the faculty sec fit to take 
action, it is suggested that groups of 
thinking students attempt to thrash 
this problem through and come to an 
agreement on the course of action 
which will put the system on its feet. 
Ideally the system should extend Into 
the social life of Oherlin, hut It must 
first make a successful step into the 
passing (academic life.

"The faculty oil the whole has 
had loss to say about honesty on ex- 
aminations than under tho old sys- 
tem, and the students have there- 
by been deprived of a certain amount 
of wise guidance. However, there 
arc- growing evidences that the stu- 
dents and faculty are getting together, 
and a possible solution appears.'" 
oaylorites Also Fail 
To Report Casts 

The much mooted honor system 
has also come in for its share ol 
tailing at Daylor, where however 
it was retained. Baylor experiences 
the same difficulty that other .col- 
leges do in getting students to it- 
port cases they have observed. 
Vanished at lllionic 
for Inofficioncy 

"The honor system at Jlllonis is 
no more" prints the Illioiiiu Aiumul 
news. "The university senate has 
voted out the system, following rcc- 
commendatlons of the council of ad- 
mlnisttratlon and of the student 
honor commission. The old proctor 
plan of examinations will be re- 
sumed." 

"Expérience has proved that the 
students will not report the viola- 
lions, leaving this entirely to the 
faculty. Incxcrt administration and 
general Inefficiency on the part of 
the students on the council added 
to the Impracticability or it. 

"Students simply won't wiucal on 
one anuther." 

The talk about tlie Honor System 
here in Qbcrlln v/ill have to result in 
some action on the part of tho btu- 
dents If we ore to avoid the unhappy 
prospect of returning to the r 'ld f'/fm 
of faculty supervision. Cornell used 
the Honor System for u number of 
years and was forced to give it up 
Just recently. The Unlyerstly of Illi- 
nois has done likewise. Baring all 
facta, It is obvious that the system is 
not being supported here in OborJIn 
and the studeuts seem to avoid tukJnu 
aggreealvo action in bringing about tjiq 
support that Is necessary i/i keeping 
the syaic/n with un.

Dr. Hlrpe ttpoho mi Ihc 
Moslem world and In clo.qlnpr pr«<ioti- 
ted thn loiter, nn follows: 

"I think I can not ilencrtlio hotter 
lo you the meniiliiR: of what it lr- lu 
bo a Christian In Turkey and In carry 
ihoi ,! ! Mm mesMifro of the Chrlal than 
to rend n lotter l hut wïis s'ont in mo 
by n yomiK Armenian boy, u boy tvlii 
who had been driven out of K|ic*n 
when the l'ïench withdrew from iliero 
and the Turks entered, who camo to 
our college In Smyrna and when the 
Turks came Into Hm clly last Rllllimor 
wiih drlvon forth with tho othurii, tho 
city being burned. 300,000 of lte| 
Christian population being sent off to 
an alien land, (ho young men or 
eighteen to forty-five nil being taken 
away, their clothes largely at ripped 
from them', lo fnco tho hard ordeal of 
a winter In the far Interior. 

"This boy, after ho was sent off 
there and after he was freed in res- 
ponse to a petition that we sent In to 
the general commanding the western 
front, wrote me this letter describing 
his own experience: 

"On the third day of our captivity 
in a place called Buntirhasha tho Tur. 
kisii soldiers robbed ns of all our clo- 
things und money. They lefi us half 
naked and burofooted. We all. terri- 
fied, tears 'In our eyes, waited in fear 
tho hour on which wo thought they 
would kill us. 

. "Just/ twenty-four hours later tho 
soldiers came and they took whatever 
wo had — shoes, shirts, coats, combs, 
looking glasses. They led us to n. 
mountain where on our loft and our 
right wo saw corpse? swollen and 
stinking, others hurled in pits, their 
urms being lei*; out of the pit hlncli 
and putrefied. 

"While climbing the mountain Ihc 
soldiers shot and killed three pri- 
soners In our group. Tho peasants 
rushed on us. n.nd asked the soldiers 
to sell us lo them for from twenty to 
fifty piasters Mini they might kill lis 
on that mountain. 

"Wo all begnn to run forward on 
the* sharp rocks and «"Jones, barefoot- 
ed, fearing thn soldiers who killed tho 
three prisoners behind us. That night 
we fifty. two prisoners — thirty-two 
colloge students and servant* and 
twenty others— wcr/s crowded Into a 
stable where, took "da.en an inex- 
plicable and unlnifiglnniblrt crime 
which my mouth and my pen nro 
constrained not to tell and nott to 
wrltfl. Oh! The horror of that curso.l 
nlglil, In Heo the ChrlslU.ni young 
men seventeen lo eighteen years old 
being mndfl victims In the brillai 
lusts of thn Turkish officer* and sol- 
diers. 

"Tho next dny wo reached Manasas. 
There in Iho barracks officers from 
Silosln, knowing Hint wo wore 20 Ar- 
menian sluden'n, beat us wllh Iron 
rods. A lllllo la I or Ihey iindiossod ih 
altogether nnd began lo dcuttrgo ns 
naked. 

Then Ihey turnnd us over to tho 
Kotirlonnlh Ua'ilrijlon of thn civil pri- 
soners in Mannssii, nil hnro-fonted nnd 
in rags, one nnd ono-hall months im- 
posed lo Iho mi vein cold and showery 
rain of will I or; I no swnrnilng rivor »»i 
bread and liorso honns »nr daily food. 
Wo suffered very much, working all 
day long al various kinds of haul 
labor. 

"Knowing Hm Turkish languuga 
preiiy well I hepujna Iho sociolnry In 
our regiment and only myself had 
been exempted from work, Thank nod, 
lifter one and nno-hnlf months, swea- 
ter.! and nuniey and lulu." on shops 
were sent for ns. so that our C0|ldl- 
liuns began lo 1)0 hollered, bill Iho 
ol hoi- prisoners, hopolew und faith- 
less, many oven diuiylng the exis- 
tence uf i lod, Hiifieied mora, i'.tnii wo
